(a)  Applicants  for  entrance  positions  in  the  uniformed  forces  of  the  Police 
and  Fire  Departments  shall  have  been  z-esidents  of  San  Francisco  for  the  one  year 
period  immediately  prior  to  the  last  date  for  receipt  of  applications. 

(b)  For  all  other  offices  and  employments  residence  requirements  shall  be 
as  follows : 

(1)  C-oneral  provisions.  Applicants  for  entrance  positions  must  have  been 
residents  of  San  Francisco  for  the  one  year  period  immediately  prior  to  the  last 
date  for  receipt  of  applications,  if  the  position  is  subject  to  civil  servant  sxejs- 
inaticn,  or  the  date  of  application  if  ino  position  is  exempt  from  civil  service 
examination.  This  requirement  may  be  waived  or  modified  to  current  residence  in 
San  Francisco  if  the  Civil  Service  Commission  or  the  General  Manager,  Personnel 
finds  that  such  waiver  or  modification  is  necessary  to  attract  a  sufficient  number 
of  qualified  applicants  based  on  current  or  prior  experience  in  recruitment.   Such 
waiver  or  modification  may  also  be  mado  with  respect  to  positions  not  subject  to 
civil  service  examination  upon  application  of  the  appointing  officer  to  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  or  the  General  Manager,  Personnel.
